Public Improvements. Record of fires and 
Visitors at Countv Idil for the ^ear. 


In addition to the court house sta­ 
tistics published in Th e Te le g ra p h 
b rlday the following facts have been 
gathered from the oliiee of City Clerk 
L. W . Smith, Fire M arshal George 
Detrick and Sheriff M. .1. McGowan. 
I hey show tirst what has been done 
along the ¡lna of local improvement 
during the current year.

A large part of the moneys paid out 
i this year have gone to pay up indebt­ 
edness for local improvements of last 
year, and owing to this no energy has 
been displayed this year in the line of 
building paved streets and improving 
the streets generally, or extending the 
sewer system. 
. 
The water mains have been extend­ 
ed to the old piano factory for the use 
of the Grand Detour Wagon 
Com­ 
pany. 


The city limits have been extended 
to include all of the West End addition 
and also all of that part of Belleview 
addition not previously within the city 
limits. 


A ll of the streets of the city have 
been 
renumbered by 
ordinance 
of 
April 6, 1900. 


Five ordinances for local improve- 
ment have been passed by the city 
council. 
These include about three 
miles of public and private cement 
walks and two miles of cement curbing. 
Of this two aud one-haif miles were 
built on the North Side and one-half 
mile on the South Side. 
An ordinance 
was passed for a walk on Depot avenue 
which has not yet been laid.
